2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record, teaches or fairly suggests the bank note processing machine structured as claimed in 
claims 1-14 comprising, among other things, light from an LED being inputted to a light guide 
plate and an advance direction of entered light being changed into a perpendicular direction to a 
light axis of said light plate and light being uniformly emitted from a whole surface of said light 
guide plate irrespective of a distance from the LED. After further search and thorough 
examination of the present application and in view of the Applicant's arguments and 
amendments, claims 1-14 are found to be in condition for allowance over the prior art made of 
record.
